Can Obama win 2016 bid? 


Observers weigh in 
on what his presence 
means for Chicago

Olympic observers expressed enthusiasm 
Monday over President Obama’s announce- 
ment that he would go to Copenhagen and 
pitch Chicago’s 2016 Olympic bid. 

Some predicted that the quick trip —he plans 
to be on the ground only four or five hours— 
could make the difference between Chicago 
winning and losing the Summer Games. 

“It’s very positive,” said Mitt Romney, the 
former GOP presidential candidate who 
rescued the scandal-tainted 2002 Salt Lake 
City Olympics. “I think his presence makes 
the likelihood of a Chicago win very good, 


indeed. Had he not gone, we almost certainly 
would have lost.” 

Romney isn’t among those with votes, and 
the impact of Obama’s trip will be difficult 
to assess because the voting by 100 -plus 
International Olympic Committee members 
is via secret ballot. 

But some IOC voters were clearly 
impressed at the news. 

“The impact of his presence in the Chicago 
delegation is not multiplied by double,” said 
IOC member Ottavio Cinquanta of Italy 
“This impact can be multiplied by 25.” 

After weeks of indicating that the presi- 
dent might not be able to go to Copenhagen 
because of pressing business at home, the 
White House said Obama would join his 
wife, Michelle, for the presentation Friday 
The host city will be picked that same day

THE ITINERARY 

Obama will travel Thursday night and return 
Friday. The first lady plans to leave Tuesday 
and meet with individual members of the IOC 
on Wednesday and Thursday. Both will speak 
to the IOC, but individually. He will mingle 
briefly with IOC members before Friday’s vote 
to decide among Chicago, Madrid, Tokyo and 
Rio de Janeiro. 



Monday, said the president decided over the 
weekend to go to Copenhagen. 

Peter Tallberg, an IOC member from 
Finland, agreed that Obama’s in-person lob- 
bying “can have an influence on the voting.” 

But when asked whether it might sway a 
couple votes, Tallberg said: “The IOC is the 
most unpredictable group of human beings 
in the world, so you cannot answer a question 
like that.”

First lady

WASHINGTON On the eve of her trip to 
Copenhagen to push for Chicago to win the 
2016 Summer Games, Michelle Obama met 
for almost a half-hour with print reporters in 
the elegant State Dining Room. 

The first lady spoke along with Valerie 
Jarrett, senior White House adviser, close 
friend to both Obamas, and their go-to person 
for getting the games. 

“This is very cool for me,” Michelle Obama 
began. “I could’ve never imagined that I would 
be leading the team to try to win the Olympic 
bid. And it is pretty exciting for me personally” 

She had been the leader, that is, until Monday 
morning’s news that President Obama, after 
weeks of saying no-can-do, also will travel to 
Copenhagen for the IOC vote. 

The first lady leaves Tuesday, and upon 
arrival will start lobbying. The president leaves 
Thursday, then speaks to IOC members after 
Chicago’s hourlong presentation. 

“He’s going to fly all night, so he’ll sleep on 
the plane, wake up, participate in the presenta- 
tion, and then we’ll be back in Washington on 
Friday,” Jarrett said. 

Mrs. Obama discussed her passion for 
Chicago and its suitability— all while show- 
ing a competitive streak. She said last week, 
she had sat next to Brazilian First Lady Marisa 
Leticia Lula da Silva during the G-20 summit 
in Pittsburgh— and added that she adores 
her. Still, “I said, you know, I’m going to hug 
you now, and then I’m going after you in 
Copenhagen. And she said, 'You, too.’ So [the] 
gloves are off.” 

The first lady said she and the president will 
make separate presentations, not “do a joint 
poem” or “sing together or anything.” She 
added: He’s going to talk, I’ll talk. I don’t know 
when we’ll close out, but, you know, we’re figur- 
ing all that stuff out right now”

Teen victims 

Derrion Albert was one of six teenagers who 
were murdered between last Thursday and 
Sunday, according to a RedEye analysis of 
preliminary police data. 

Eleven teenagers-10 males and one 
female-have been homicide victims this 
month, RedEye found. Ten of these victims 
were shot to death, while Albert was beaten 
to death, information from the Cook County 
Medical Examiner’s Office showed. 

Teenagers have accounted for about 
30 percent of the homicide victims so far this 
month, a rise from 14 percent in August and 
23 percent in July. 

RedEye looked at the homicide data from 
June 1 through Sunday. The data is based 
on preliminary police findings, and some 
information about victim ages was not

The leisurely walk to school took on an air of 
fear and anxiety Monday as some Fenger High 
School students returned to campus for the first 
time since a classmate was beaten to death dur- 
ing a vicious melee near the school last week. 

As teenagers trickled into the Far South 
Side high school, they talked about the dan- 
gerous route they must traverse for an educa- 
tion. And they worried about what awaited 
them inside the schoolhouse walls, where ten- 
sions have brewed for a month before finally 
exploding into the city streets Thursday 

Many students were so afraid, they simply 
stayed home. 

The ones who showed up were met by more 
than a dozen police officers standing sentry 
around campus and by squad cars positioned 
in the neighborhood announcing, by their 
mere presence, that they would guarantee safe 
passage to and from school. The heightened 
security both inside and outside Fenger came 
in response to the brutal killing of 16 -year- 
old Derrion Albert caught on video. He was 
beaten, kicked and smacked with railroad ties 
about a half-mile from school. Police said the 
Fenger honor student was caught up in a violent 
altercation that involved about 50 people as he 
walked by the Agape Community Center. 

Police charged four teenagers, including 
two Fenger students, with murder Monday 
Police said the fight was the culmination of 
an ongoing feud between a group of Fenger 
students from the Altgeld Gardens housing 
project and a group from the neighborhood 
around Fenger called the “Ville.” 

Karen Carter was so unnerved by the ongo- 
ing violence near Fenger that she withdrew 


CPS RESPONDS 

Chicago Public School officials scrambled 
Monday to restore calm. Schools Chief Ron 
Huberman met with administrators at the 
school and walked through classrooms to 
reassure students. 

The district announced plans to send 
10 additional buses to Altgeld Gardens every 
day to transport the 350 teenagers to and 
from Fenger. They also asked the CTA to 
add additional bus routes in the area to help 
more quickly disperse the scores of students 
who wait for buses after school. 

The district will fund the bus costs with 
a $30 million safety plan rolled out by 
Huberman earlier this month. 

“We will fight to ensure the safety of our 
students in every single way,” Huberman 
said. “We are committed to doing 
everything we can to reduce violence.” 

her son, Kenyon, 15, from the school Monday 
morning. Mother and son walked from cam- 
pus clutching books, binders and everything 
else they found in Kenyon’s locker. They do 
not yet know where Kenyon will enroll, but 
they are done with Fenger. 

“I’m not going to have my child scared to 
come to school,” Carter said.

“It wasn’t just that they beat him to death,” 
she said. “It’s that kids don’t know how to 
control themselves.” 

The atmosphere was so charged Monday 
afternoon that additional police were called to 
Fenger when community activists demanding 
relief from the violence swarmed Aid. Carrie

Students and residents said tensions have 
enveloped the school since the school year 
began. And they blamed Chicago Public 
School officials and police for not acting soon- 
er, especially in the hours before Albert died 
when someone fired a gun outside Fenger. 

Altgeld Gardens residents say the Ville stu- 
dents stalk them in school, at bus stops and 
on their walk to and from campus, threaten- 
ing to beat them up. The Ville students voiced 
similar concerns about the students from 
Altgeld Gardens.

Charges

Two South Side mothers on 
Monday confronted the brutal 
violence their sons are accused 
of as formal charges against 
the teens were filed and foot- 
age of them allegedly beating 
and stomping to death another 
teenager made national news. 

One tearfully said she could 
not bear to look at the video. 
The other regretfully acknowl- 
edged her son on the tape fatally 
beating Fenger High student 
Derrion Albert, 16, to death. 

“That’s Gene. That’s my son. 
I’m not going to lie about that,” 
said Sherry Smith, the mother 
of Eugene Riley, 18, one of four 
teens charged in the attack. “I 
do give my condolences to that 
family because [their] child 
shouldn’t have lost his life over 
this.” 

Riley and Fenger students 
Silvonus Shannon, 19, and 
Eric Carson, 16, were charged 
Monday with murder and ordered held without bail. 
Eugene Bailey, 18, was charged later Monday 
A Cook County prosecutor said Albert’s death was a 
result of a brawl between two neighborhood groups, one 
from the Altgeld Garden public housing complex and 
the other from the neighborhood known as the “Ville.” 

Carson, who is from the Ville, was the first to strike 
Albert on the head, using a long railroad tie, Assistant 
State’s Atty Jodi Peterson said. Albert was knocked 
out briefly, and when he woke up, a group from 
Altgeld attacked him. Riley allegedly used a railroad 
tie again to strike him and Shannon stomped on his 
head several times, Peterson said. 

The families of Carson and Bailey could not 
be immediately reached, but Smith and Tamaray 
Shannon, Silvonus Shannon’s mother, said there was 
a lot of tension at the school last week. 

Shannon said her son had been chased out of school 
and stalked between classes by teens from the Ville. 
Smith, Riley’s mother, said she pulled another son, 
Vashion Bullocks, 17, out of Fenger on Wednesday 
because she was worried about his safety 

Neither Riley nor Shannon has a criminal his- 
tory, and both hold jobs, according to their attorney 
Carson was on probation for a 2008 robbery convic- 
tion, Peterson said.

The mysterious buyer who shelled out $10,200 
for former Governor Rod Blagojevich’s seat has 
come forward to confess— and no, it isn’t Sen. 
Roland Burris. 

Mississippi-based artist and mother-of- 
three Sabrina Comola won a charity eBay 
auction for the chair the federally-indicted 
Blagojevich sat on earlier this month while tap- 
ing an episode of “Jimmy Kimmel Live.” 

Kimmel suggested the auction as a gag on 
prosecutors’ allegation that Blagojevich tried 
to sell President Obama’s senate seat. 

“I was ecstatic when I found out I’d won,” 
Comola said by phone from her home in 
Brandon, Miss. 

“It’s a genius piece of political satire and 
conceptual art— I think it belongs in a muse- 
um.” 

Comola won the chair after the original win- 
ning bidder failed to come up with the cash. 
She said she bought the chair for her husband, 
Drake Elder, who introduced her to Kimmel’s 
show a couple of years ago. 

She plans to host a party in honor of the seat 
when it arrives from California, she said, adding 
that she’ll keep it in her “formal living room” 
and that she will allow guests to sit in it. 

“That’s what it’s for,” she said. 

Although Comola said she wishes Blagojevich 
“no ill will,” she did note that she was “inter- 
ested in the value of my investment.” 

“I hope the value of the seat goes up, and it 
will probably go up if he goes to prison,” she 
said. 

Failing that, she said, she hopes the chair 
made its point, because “some people in power 
think they can do whatever they want.” 

“Maybe the rules in Chicago politics have 
been a little loose,” she added.

“I get up in the morning, go to work and 
go through the motions,” said Baker, 51, a 
Beason resident for more than half her life. 
“I get home and I couldn’t tell you what I 
did at work. I can’t wait to get home and talk 
to people who are going through the same 
thing.” 

There’s grief over the loss of Raymond 
“Rick” Gee, 46, his wife, Ruth, 39, and three 
of their children in this tiny central Illinois 
community about 140 miles southwest of 
Chicago. 

But there’s also fear— no suspects are in 
custody and authorities are saying very little. 

The trail cools with each day, experts say 
But that doesn’t mean Logan County Sheriff 
Steven Nichols and other investigators aren’t 
spinning a web around a perpetrator. 


AT MONDAY’S FUNERAL 

Black-and-white photos of the family set to 
music flashed on a screen. A collage of notes 
written to Justina Constant, 16, was displayed. 
“The death of this family has shocked us, and 
we are shaken by our grief and by a sense 
of uncertainty that yet prevails,” said Dayle 
Badman, the pastor of United Methodist 
Church in Beason. “I think the best way that 
you can honor this loving family is to go on 
loving,” she said. “And to each day try to live 
your lives so that you would make them 
proud.”

The Gees and Justina Constant, 16, Dillen 
Constant, 14, and Austin Gee, 11, were found 
in their home outside Beason on Sept. 21. 
They were buried Monday near Chestnut. 

Nichols said the cause of death was “blunt 
force trauma,” but won’t discuss the pos- 
sible type of weapon used, whether he has a 
suspect in his sights or whether he’s seeking 
more than one suspect. 

“Unless investigators are seriously onto 
something in the first two or three days, the 


trail can get cold,” said J. William Roberts, 
a former U.S. attorney for Illinois’ central 
district who spent 15 years as a county pros- 
ecutor. 

But he said authorities have kept the 
Beason crime scene well-protected from 
intrusion that might destroy evidence. That 
might be where the case lies. 

Police are routinely tightlipped about such 
crimes because they don’t want the public 
knowing things only the killer knows. People 
confess to crimes they didn’t commit, and if 
reward money is involved, they want to make 
sure the information they get is from reliable 
sources, Williams said. 

Area residents, however on edge, under- 
stand that solving a case takes time. 

“Everybody watches TV and you think it 
can be solved in 30 minutes. It’s not going 
to be solved that fast, but I think they will,” 
Judith Cavestani, a Gee family friend from 
Mount Pulaski, said Monday before the 
funeral. “I think they have leads. I think they 
know more than they’re telling us.”

Cops: College student 
rubbed women’s legs 


A college student has been charged with break- 
ing into the unlocked Aurora apartments of 
three women and rubbing their legs as they 
slept. When they awoke, he fled, according to 
authorities. 

Bail was set at $100,000 to for Quincy 
Forrester, 19, who was charged with three 
counts of criminal trespass for incidents that 
occurred June 16, July 16 and Aug. 7. 

On three separate occasions this summer, 
women at the Amli Lane apartment complex 
where Forrester lived reported to police that 
during the night they were awakened by a man 
dressed in all black rubbing their legs, Assistant 
DuPage County State’s Atty Brooks Locke told

When the women screamed, Forrester fled, 
Locke said. Forrester was arrested early Sunday 
morning by an Illinois State Trooper who saw 
a person dressed in dark clothing acting sus- 
piciously in the area around the apartment 
complex, said Aurora Police Chief Gregory 
Thomas. The trooper detained him and called 
Aurora police. 

“He admitted to police that he did this for 
sexual gratification,” Locke said. “He said he 
would look for an unlocked apartment and rub 
[the women’s] legs while they were sleeping.” 

If convicted, he faces up to three years in 
prison. 


Judge puts state layoffs on hold 


A judge on Monday halted Gov. Quinn’s plans 
to lay off some 2,600 state workers, ruling that 
the state and a union that represents many of 
the workers should seek arbitration. 

Some 500 of the job cuts— more than 400 of 
them in the state’s prisons, where Quinn wants 
to eliminate 1,000 jobs— were to have taken 
effect Wednesday Other agencies that were to 
be affected by the layoffs include human ser- 
vices, health and family services, revenue, and 
commerce and economic development. 

Council 31 of the American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal Employees, which 
represents virtually all of the 2,600 workers, 
sued in Johnson County last month to block 
the cuts, saying the impact of the layoffs should 
first be assessed and that the cuts would make it 
unsafe for remaining prison workers.

The 
mother and her boyfriend 
had been fighting Sunday at 
the mother’s residence in the 
6000 block of South Michigan 
Avenue, police said.

Oktoberfest security 
upped after arrests 


□ MUNICH Two men with suspected links 
to Islamic extremists were taken into 
custody by Munich police, and security at 
the Oktoberfest beer festival has been 
increased as videos threatening Germany 
continued to surface on the Internet, officials 
said Monday 

Two men from Arab countries were arrest- 
ed Saturday, the same day authorities banned 
flights over Oktoberfest, said Munich police 
chief Wilhelm Schmidbauer. 

Such bans are usually imposed only during 
visits by high-ranking state visits. Traffic was 
also restricted around theTheresienwiese, the 
77-acre festival grounds where Oktoberfest is 
held for 16 days each year. This year’s event 
began Sept. 19. 

At least five videos by Islamic terrorist 
groups such as A 1 Qaeda and the Taliban have 
threatened Germany in recent weeks. A video 
released by the Taliban late Friday included 
pictures of Oktoberfest and threatened an 
attack. 

In the latest message, a 28 -minute audio 
recording released Monday, A 1 Qaeda deputy 
leader Ayman al-Zawahri criticized Germany 
and Turkey, saying the former is “lying” about 
the nature of its mission in Afghanistan and

accusing Turkey of taking part in a war against 
another Muslim nation. 

Bavarian Interior Minister Joachim 
Herrmann said Monday that two videos have 
referred to the festival while leveling threats. 
But he added, “There is currently no concrete 
evidence of an attack in Germany” 


FEST HISTORY 

Oktoberfest has been targeted in the 
past. Saturday’s festival opened with a 
minute of silence to honor the victims of 
a bomb attack that killed 13 people and 
injured 200 others on Sept. 26, 1980.

Alice in Chains 

“ Black Gives Way to Blue” 

Is this 1992 again? You might think it by 
the sounds of Alice in Chain's new CD. 
That’s not a bad thing. Everything AIC 
fans love is here: the crunchy riffs, the 
speaker-rattling rhythm, the familiar 
vocals.

Imperfect’? It’s flawless 



“I should crack you right in your forehead,” 
Mariah Carey sings on the breakup tune “It’s 
aWrap.” 

The song, on her latest CD, “Memoirs of 
an Imperfect Angel,” finds a hungover Carey 
kicking her lover to the curb with particularly 
harsh words. 

‘Another early morning, and you walk in 
like it’s nothing ... ain’t no doughnuts, ain’t cof- 
fee,” she sings with 
attitude in her sig- 
nature high-pitch 
tone. “Let me take 
a breath and regain 
my composure, 
told you one more 
time, if you {bleep] 
up it’s over.” 

But even though 
she’s spitting 
venom, Carey’s 
cooing on the 
doo-wop sounding 
song is so sensuous 
and sweet that the 
song’s intended 
target will remain 
under her spell — as 
will her listeners. 

“Memoirs of an 
Imperfect Angel” is an exceptional album that 
is about love— being in it, out of it, over it and 
trying to reach it. 

While the subjects are tried and true, they 
are never tired, thanks to Carey’s approach, 
which mixes a good dose of humor and wit 
with her multi-octave voice. 

Carey produced and wrote the majority of 
the album with Christopher “Tricky” Stewart 
andTerius “The-Dream” Nash— and those 
hitmakers add their own touch to “Imperfect 
Angel” without overdoing it. “Ribbon,” which 
bumps with southern flavor, is radio-friendly, 
showcasing The-Dream and Tricky’s signature 
sound. As does “Standing O,” with its addic- 
tive hook. 

“Imperfect Angel,” though helmed by The- 
Dream and Tricky, still maintains a classic 
Mariah sound— especially on the soothing 
‘Angels Cry” and its accompanying prelude, 
and the personal “Languishing,” highlighted 
by a piano. 

No one is perfect— that’s obvious. 

But this CD is— that’s obvious too.
